W. received your latter of 18-11-47 stating your interest in oonatruotion projects for 
r.xulating dsviaes for oompl.taly automatio high praaaur. boilar steering. You nay know 
that we ara the only firm whioh has experience in carrying out installations of this sort 
in the hydraulic field * 

With your lottor you request the working out of a bid. Thia is inpossible, 
out further knowledge of th. technical data in vi«w of the sire of this typo of installa- 
tion* T hs making of a teohnioal plan ia only possible if all teohnioal and operational de- 
tails oan be clarified in a detailed conference . 

We are prepared for a conference of thia sort and could hold it here in Berlin when one of 
your leading people is here.. On the other hand, we would also be prepared to send our men 
there for a "preliminary discussion,, if you oan supply us with necessary gasoline *® r th ® 
car. In this case, the conference could take piano at your plant between 10 and 15 Decem- 
ber 1947 * 

Id conclusion, we would like to say that we have both the teohnioal experts and the facili- 
ties to lay out and construct the plant you want. The filea have been completely destroyed, 
however, ao that for your speoial purposes a complete restoration of these documents will 
have to bo made. The maimer of oonatruotion must also be discussed in the conference,
